ACT 
to amend the Voluntary Surrender of Salaries ( Exemption 

from Taxation ) Act, 1950 . 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Fifth Year of our Republic 
as follows : 

1 .. Short title. This Act may be called the Voluntary Sur 
render of Salaries (Exemption from Taxation ) Amendment 
Act, 1954. 

2. Substitution of new section for sections 2 and 3 in Act 
LXI of 1950.- For sections 2 and 3 of the Voluntary Surrender 
of Salarics (Exemption from Taxation ) Act , 1950, the following 
section shall be substituted , namely : 

" 2. Exemption from taxes on income in respect of .. 
salaries surrendered by certain persons. — Notwithstanding 
anything contained in thc Indian Income-tax Act, 1922 
(XI of 1922 ), or in any other law for the time being in 
force relating to taxation on income, no income tax or 
Super -tax shall be payable by ary person whose salary is 
either specified in the Second Schedule to the Constitution 
or is determined by any Central Act, State Act or Provincial 
Act in respect of that part of the salary due to him under 
any of the said laws för any period after the 31st day of 
October , 1949 , which that person has, by a declaration in 

writing volunteered to forego in the public interest and that

3. (a ) In every office two registers of records shall be main 
tained in forms A and B one relating to the permanent records 
and the other to the temporary records and in these registers 
separate pages shall be allotted for each serics of books, indexes 
and other records. 

(b ) Records grouped under the same period shall, as far 
as practicablc, be entered in alphabetical order , 

4. The records shall be entered in the appropriate registers 
according to the instructions as to the classification of records 
issued from time to time: 

5. A record shall not be omitted from the appropriate regis 
ter,on the ground that it has not been completed or has not 
been bound. For instance when a volume of register book or 
new thumb- impression register is brought into use it shall be 
entered in the register of permanent records on the day the first 
document is copied or a first impression taken.

13. On the expiry of the period specified in the above Rule 
the head of the office shall destroy the records subject to the 
provisions under Rules 8 and 9 , certify the fact in the list in 
form D writo notes regarding the destruction against the entries 
of the records in the record register and submit a report of 
the fact to the Inspector -General of Registration . 

14. (a ) The entries in the register of records shall be checked 
at the close of each year and also on each occasion of a per 
manent transfer of charge of the head of the office or of a 
transfer in consequence of leave other than casual lcave . A 
certificate in form D printed at the close of the registers shall 
be signed by the Head of the Office in token of such check.
